BEAHNG THE BOOKIES 


R esidents are being 

urged to back a 
campaign targeting the 
clusters of betting shops 
blighting Hackney high streets 
and taking advantage of its most 
vulnerable communities. 

The Council has made a 
submission to Government under 
the Sustainable Communities Act 
asking that local authorities are 
given genuine control over when 
and where bookies can open. 

Its submission has received 
cross-party support from 
boroughs London- wide and 35 


councils outside the capital. 

The Council is also calling 
on residents to sign an online 
petition to Communities and 
Local Government Secretary, Eric 
Pickles, to demonstrate the weight 
of public opinion against the 
current betting shop free-for-all. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules Pipe, 
said: “Something needs to be done 
to stop betting shops cynically 
targeting deprived areas. Many 
act like financial vampires feeding 
off vulnerable people, fuelling 
addictions and adding to the 
difficulties of already hard-pressed 


families and communities. 

“Our latest campaign is not 
about banning betting shops. We 
acknowledge responsible and 
well-run businesses have a right to 
trade, but we need the tools so we 
can strike the right balance.” 

There are about 65 betting 
shops in Hackney, with eight in 
Mare Street alone. The Council’s 
proposal is that betting shops 
are given their own planning 
classification, as with nightclubs 
and casinos. This would mean 
residents and councillors could 
have a say over every application, 


and the gambling firm would have 
to demonstrate there was a need 
for another betting shop, and that 
its opening wouldn’t be to the 
detriment of the local high street or 
nearby communities. 

Research published this year 
demonstrated a direct link between 
areas of deprivation and gambling.

Renovated rooms 


T housands of 

Hackney Homes 
tenants will get new 
bathrooms and 
kitchens after a £24million 
improvement scheme 
received Council backing. 

The funding for 2014/15 
will build on Decent Homes 
work, which began in the 
borough in 2005, and has 
already resulted in windows 
in more than 16,000 
properties being replaced, 
and more than 6,000 
kitchens and bathrooms 
being upgraded. 

The Council gave 
the green light for the 
decision on 27 January, 
good news for residents 
currently waiting for 
home improvements. 

Lisa Ogun, who lives

“Improvement works 
such as these also make 
a real difference to how 
residents feel about their 
home and community, but 
sometimes the individual 
stories get lost when we talk 
about the millions of pounds 
involved. So it was fantastic 
to meet Lisa and hear about 
the positive impact that 
these works have had on her 
family first hand.” 

The next programme 
of works is due to be 
completed by the end 
of 2015.

“The story is about how 
society looks at young 
people as just someone in 
a hoodie, but when you 
take the hoodie off there 
is someone with emotions 
underneath, who can 


dance and sing and is very 
creative.” 

The project was funded 
by the Council as part 
of its annual Discover 
Hackney youth arts 
festival, which runs until 
the end of February. 

Adam concluded: “All 
of these kids have come 
together 
through 
doing 
something 
they 
love, 
and 

breaking down 
barriers of 
different schools 
and cliques. 

Some of the 
young people 
involved have 
gone on to 
form their 
own dance 
group, which 
is what 
this work is 
all about.”

Minimum wage crackdown 

THE Council is launching a crackdown against rogue 
employers that are not paying at least the National 
Minimum Wage. 

Hackney is joining forces with HM Revenue & Customs 
(HMRC) to identify these businesses. The pilot scheme 
also aims to find new ways to reach employees who don’t 
speak English or have literacy needs, and may not be 
aware of their legal rights. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules Pipe, said: “We know the vast 
majority of employers in the borough are paying at least 
the National Minimum Wage, but we will m 
tolerate the small number continuing to 
flout the law.” 

Anyone aged 21 and over 
should receive a minimum of 
£6.31 per hour. Employers not 
paying the legal minimum could 
find themselves having to back-date 
pay to an employee or be taken to court 
by HMRC. Council enforcement teams will 
also be looking out for businesses that may not be in full 
compliance with other regulations such as health and 
safety, food hygiene, trading standards or licensing laws 
or conditions. The Border Agency will check compliance 
with immigration rules. 

Any employee not being paid at least the National 
Minimum Wage should call the Government Pay and Work 
Rights Helpline on: 0800 917 2368. The helpline has a 
translation service in over 1 00 languages. Employees can

Anti-fraud team targets misuse 
of blue disability badges 

THE Council’s anti-fraud team has been cracking down on 
abuse of the blue badge disabled parking scheme. 

Officers were joined by police in an operation near Hackney 
Service Centre, E9, on 29 January. 

Seven blue badges were recovered because the registered 
holder was not present, and one vehicle was removed. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods, 
said: “Disabled people told us that they want something 
done about fraud and misuse of blue badges as this can 
make it harder for them to go about their daily life. 

“We are looking for those people who try to cheat the 
system and when we catch them we will take action." 
Offenders can face a fine of up to £1 ,000 or even 
imprisonment. Since 1 April last year, 51 parking permits 
have been recovered; six drivers have been prosecuted 
and further court action is pending; and 1 9 warnings have 
been issued, which could lead to withdrawal of permits. 

It is important that anybody who uses a blue badge is fully 
aware of the rules. For example, a carer cannot use the 
badge unless they are driving the badge holder around.

T HREE Hackney 

charities took home 
a share of over 
£10,000 at the 
launch of new charitable 
scheme Hackney Giving. 

The cross-sector initiative 
gives people living and 
working in the borough a 
simple way to support local 
charities and community 
groups. The event, at 
BL-NK in Shoreditch, was 
compered by comedian 
Ava Vidal. Charities made 
a pitch for funding, before 
bidding began and people 
pledged money to their 
favourite cause. 

The crowd-funding 
session on 1 1 February 
was hosted by GP and 
co-founder of The Funding 
Network, Dr Paul Kelland, 
who encouraged people

fund their end of term 
performance in July. 

Creative Lifestyle went 
away with more than 
£2,696 to help women 
with mental health issues 
to learn new skills such as 
baking and sewing. With the 
money, they hope to set up a 
pop-up shop for a month to 
sell the group’s creations. 

CEO Oleander Agbetu 
explained the therapeutic 
benefits of creative work, 
and how many of its 
members struggled to 
leave their homes and were 
socially isolated before 
gaining confidence through 
the scheme. 

One of the guest speakers 
at the event, Mayor of 
Hackney, Jules Pipe, said: 
“In the current climate 
it’s harder than ever for 


to dig deep. 

One of the groups to 
benefit was St Mary’s Secret 
Garden, a community 
project in Hoxton. Manager 
Paula Yassine gave a 
moving account of her years 
working with HTV and 
AIDS patients as a nurse in 
the 1980s. She then formed 
a partnership with Mildmay 
hospital in Shoreditch 
to provide horticultural 
therapy sessions for 
patients. The crowd 
pledged more than £4,888 
for the group. 

Paula said: “I’m 
overwhelmed by how much 
we’ve raised. It’s going to 
make a real difference. I 
want to use the money to 
refresh our herb garden.” 

Theatre group Hackney 
Shed raised more than 


£3,183 to help continue 
their work with young 
people of all backgrounds 
and abilities. Harry Grover, 
17, has been a member for 
eight years, and told the 
audience: “When I first 
started, I used to hide 
under the table, now 


look at me!” 

He went on to say that the 
group helped young people 
make new friends, develop 
confidence and spark an 
interest in theatre. 

The group will 
use the money to 


local charities to continue 
their great work. Hackney 
Giving is a really simple 
way for local businesses 
and residents to support the 
organisations making a big 
difference to some of our 
most vulnerable residents.” 

Hackney Giving is led by 
the East End Community 
Foundation and Hackney 
CVS, supported by the 
Council and other partners. 
As well as twice yearly 
crowdfunding events, it 
also awards grants of up 
to £5,000 for local 
community projects.

Building bridges 


I T may seem like an 
unlikely coalition, 
yet some of Dalston’s 
leading nightspots have 
joined forces with residents 
and an estate agent to raise 
money for an innovative 
charitable fund. 

Dalston Bridge aims to 
plough some of the money 
generated by the area’s 
booming nightlife and 
property market back into 
Hackney charities that 
work with people who have 
missed out on the economic 
benefits created by the area’s 
rapid regeneration. The 
fund was the brainchild of 
resident Dee O’Connell. 

Estate agent Currell 
Residential is asking 


residents to make a small 
donation from the sale of 
their Hackney home to the 
fund, which they will then 
match or add to. 

While a string of the 
area’s most popular 
venues - including Dalston 
Superstore, Voodoo 
Ray’s, The Alibi, Ruby’s, 
Birthdays, and The 
Shacklewell Arms - are 
serving a ‘Dalston Thing’ 
cocktail, with £1 from every 
drink going to the fund. 

The money will be used 
to support Hackney Pirates, 
a youth literacy project; 
Circle Sports, a youth 
training organisation; 
Bootstrap Company, which 
provides creative work 




at getting together for a 
common aim. Most of them 
are independently owned 
and run by people who care 
about the area.” 

Anne Currell founded 
her estate agency in 1990 
and has lived in Hackney 
for 27 years. She agreed to 
suggest that residents offer 
a donation to the fund from 
the sale of their home, which 
her firm will match up to 50 
per cent, or 10 per cent of 
their fee, whichever is lower. 

She said: “People have 
done very well out of rising 
property prices in Hackney, 
so it seemed appropriate 
to ask them if they might 
like to give something back 
at the point of sale. If 100

W RITING has 
never been the 
most glamorous 
of professions. 
“It was freezing,” says 
Joe Dunthorne of his 
experience working in a 
converted tube train on 
top of a building in Great 
Eastern Street, where he 
wrote his second novel, 
‘Wild Abandon’. 

“There was no difference 
between indoors and 
outside. I’d wear three pairs 
of ski socks and gloves,” 
he adds. 

He shared the carriage, 
on the roof of Village 
Underground, with 
Punchdrunk theatre 
company and would 
occasionally find poets 
asleep in the carriages, 
although, contrary to 
rumour, no one actually 
lived there. 

Joe wasn’t sure that he 
was cut out for London life 
after first moving here from 
Norwich, but when a good 
friend offered 


him a room in a warehouse 
in Curtain Road in 2006, 
he soon settled into daily life 
in Hackney. 

However, his first novel 
‘Submarine’ was set in 
Swansea, where he grew 
up. It was turned into a 
critically acclaimed film 
- the directorial debut of 
the IT Crowd’s Richard 
Ayoade. The book’s 
15-year-old protagonist 
Oliver Tate is an intelligent 
soul stumbling through 
first love while frantically 
concerned about his 
parents’ failing relationship. 

“I was always thinking 
‘it’s never going to happen’, 
that it would all fall 
through,” Joe says of the 
film production. “It 
was amazing good 
fortune that all 
the factors 
came 
together. 
The team 
was 

incredible 
-this 
density of 
talented 
people 
all pulling 
towards 
one goal.” 

Joe is currently 
writing his third novel, 


the first to be set in London. 
After moving from Curtain 
Road to Amhurst Road 
to Clapton, he admits that 
Hackney has finally given 
him inspiration. 

He says: “I didn’t feel 
able to write about London 
for many years, partly 
because I thought it would 
be too complex a place 
and too overwhelming. 

I didn’t want to give it a 
shallow account.” 

He takes a craftsmanlike 
approach to writing, 
eschewing the idea of 
having to be inspired before 
penning prose. 

“I’ve finally reached 
the point where I think of 
writing as a job. I just do it 
every day in the morning, 
that’s the rule,” he says. 

Joe came in at ‘ground 
level’ with Ministry of 
Stories, a not-for-profit 
creative writing centre for 
young people in Hoxton, 
which is about to celebrate 
its third birthday. He helped 
set up the centre with 
founders Nick Hornby, 
Lucy Macnab, and Ben 
Payne, and remains a 
trustee. 

Another of Joe’s projects, 
Homework, was initiated 
by a group of creatives 
who wanted to encourage 




each other to write more 
regularly. The name was 
literal; the project was their 
homework. Every month 
the challenge is to produce 
a musical or theatrical 
premiere, regardless of how 
scrappy it turns out. So far 
Homework has featured 
contributions from the likes 
of Scroobius Pip, Kate Nash 
and Kate Tempest. 

“We’ve written songs and 
made short films, as well as 
plays and monologues. All 
this stuff I never would have 
done without the arbitrary 
pressure of Homework.” 

Homework’s seventh 
season starts in April and 
takes place at Bethnal Green 


Working Men’s Club. He 
adds: “One of the themes 
is ‘change something’. We 
should stop writing about 
things we’re annoyed about 


and actually go out and try 
to change something real. It 
should be a city- wide thing: 
get one small thing changed 
this year.”

R esidents and 

businesses now 
have six more 
reasons to switch 
to electric vehicles. 

Rapid electric vehicle 
charging points, which 
recharge batteries from 0 
to 80 per cent in around 30 
minutes, are being installed 
across the borough thanks 
to a £220,000 Government 
grant. The six charging 
points will be available 
24 hours a day, making 
electric vehicles a more 
attractive option. 

Electric cars are cheaper 
to use per mile than petrol 
or diesel vehicles, as well as 
being more eco-friendly. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 

“I’m very pleased Hackney 


has been able to secure 
this funding. Installing 
more charging points will 
encourage more residents 
and businesses to switch to 
electric vehicles. Compared 
to petrol and diesel vehicles, 
electric vehicles are cheaper 
to run and better for local 
air quality.” 

Vincent McCartney, 
Development Director 
for Holborn Studios in 
Shoreditch, uses a rapid 
charging point. He said: “I 
have driven an electric car 
for nearly three years now 
and I believe these vehicles 


are an important part of 
our future. For longer trips, 
using rapid chargers lets 
you get on your way within 
about 20 minutes - just 
enough time to get a coffee. 
Once a good network of 
chargers has been installed, 
it will be possible to make 
long journeys easily.” 

As a next step in 
expanding the charging 
point network in the 
borough, the Council will 
be looking for suitable off- 
street sites which are close 
to residential and business 
areas, and accessible to the 


public 24 hours a day. 

Ultra-low emission 
vehicles, including electric 
and plug-in hybrid vehicles, 
are a key part of the 
Government’s plans for a 
modern transport system 
that promotes economic 
growth while meeting 
climate change targets. 

Electric vehicles offer 
the potential to reduce 
emissions while still 
offering the mobility that 
people and organisations 
want and need.

Bicycle parking for ten is ramped up to replace spots taken up by cars 



THESE distinctive car- 
shaped bike racks have 
been appearing in parking 
spaces in Hackney for 
over a year. 

The racks provide 
parking for 10 bikes in 
the same space as one car, 
and are placed in locations 
around the borough for 
eight weeks in order to test 
demand for cycle parking 


in that area. 

The Council is currently 
installing permanent 
racks on five roads where 
temporary ones proved 
popular in Underwood 
Street, Nl; Penn Street, 
Nl; Tottenham Road, Nl; 
Gransden Avenue, E8; and 
Boundary Street, E2. 

Commuter John Francis, 
said: “The bike parking 


scheme has made a big 
difference to my cycle to 
work. Since the rack has 
been installed on the street 
where my workplace is, it 
is much easier to park my 
bike as I always have 
a place to lock it up 
without having to search 
for less secure alternatives 
further afield. 

“I have no doubt that 


these bike ports will 
encourage others to 
consider cycling into work 
- they have certainly made 
my cycle in simpler. ”

HAVE you ever had a beautiful random 
encounter with a stranger? Been 
shipwrecked? Lived for nine months in an 
airport? Tom Hanks has. Fleur Alexander 
hasn’t. 

But she has sat all day on a bench at 
Westfield shopping centre in Stratford and 
lied extensively to the man sitting next to 
her; spent four hours on a traffic island 
with only a tennis ball for company; and 
a whole weekend on an airport floor - all 
in a mission ‘to encapsulate what is good 
and wonderful about humanity. 

‘The Tom Hanks Missions’ is one of 
the first in The Yard’s season of plays 
showcasing up-and-coming talent, entitled 
N.O.W’ 14. 

Hackney Wick’s hidden theatre may be a 
little chilly in the winter months, but it’s 
worth wrapping up for as its performances 
do not disappoint. 

Alexander is at once effortlessly likeable, 
and genuine, as she shares her fascination 
for Tom Hanks’s ability to convey 
‘profoundly human experiences’ in his 
films, of which - an audience show of 
hands reveals - most of us have seen at 


least four. 

The second play of the evening (there 
are always two, giving you the welcome 
opportunity to sample one of the 
bar’s local ales in between acts) is a 
disconcerting foray into the mechanisms 
of theatre. 

In ‘Something from Nothing’ there 
are scene changes, song and dance 
routines, costume changes and emotional 
outpourings - so far so good. 

But the audience are also asked to watch 
a kettle boil, to imagine their secret sexual 
desires, and to gaze at an actor-less 
stage as the disembodied voice of one 
of its previous occupants warns us ‘you 
probably think we are coming back, we 
are not’. 

‘N.O.W’ 14’ encompasses work by 20 
theatre companies over 10 weeks, and 
runs until 12 April. It promises ‘new 
voices, angrier voices, voices that need 
to be heard’ in its most political collection 
to date. After witnessing its second week 
of shows, we can look forward to hearing 
more such voices.

music facilities, and a 
hi-tech sports hall. The 
school also has a series of 
break-out areas designed 
to look and feel like offices, 
to help prepare students for 
life in the workplace. 

Cllr Rita Krishna, 
Cabinet Member for 
Education and Children’s 
Services, said: “Pupils 


have been really involved 
in the design of their 
school and I hope they’re 
as happy as we are with 
the end result. Stormont 
House is the latest school 
to be rebuilt or refurbished 
in Hackney, creating a 
brilliant, 21st-century 
learning environment that 
will inspire pupils, as well 


as being built specifically 
for their needs.” 

It took just over a 
year to demolish the 
old school and build the 
new one, during which 
time pupils were relocated 
to the former Skinners 
secondary school in Mount 
Pleasant Lane. 

The school was built 
as part of the Council’s 
£l70million Building 
Schools for the Future 
project, which has seen 
every secondary and SEN 
school in the borough 
rebuilt or renovated. 


Hackney Youth Parliament lobbies for lower voting age 


HACKNEY’S member of 
the UK Youth Parliament 
was among 150 people 
from across the country 
to stage a mass lobby in 
support of lowering the 
voting age to 16. 

Ife Grillo represented 
the borough at the 
‘Votes at 16’ event on 
12 February, which was 
led by the British Youth 
Council, and gave young 
people the opportunity 
to speak to members of 
the House of Lords and 


Parliament to make their 
case on the matter. 

On the day, information 
about the campaign was 
presented along with 
workshops and training. 

Ife said: “It was really 
interesting getting to 
speak to lords and MPs 
on issues that directly 
impacted young people.

More support for children 
with SEN to come into force 


MAJOR changes to the way children with special 
educational needs (SEN) are supported are due to happen 
from September. 

The national changes follow Government approval of the 
Children and Families Bill at the end of last year. 

The new policy aims to make it easier for children and 
families to access the support they need, with a single 
assessment, and to give them more of a say over the 
support they receive. 

Statements of SEN will be phased out, replaced by 
Education Health and Care Plans (EHCPs) - jointly 
commissioned by Hackney Learning Trust and the 
Council’s social care and health services. 

School Action and School Action Plus will be replaced 
with SEN Support, which will require teachers to put 
appropriate help and support in place for pupils. 

The maximum amount of time for the Council to complete 
an assessment and produce 
an EHCP has been reduced 
to 20 weeks. Young people 
will be eligible for an 
assessment from the ages of 
two to 25. 

Local authorities will also be 
required to publicise all the 
services available in their 
area for children with SEN 
and disabilities and their 
families. 

Cllr Rita Krishna, Cabinet 
Member for Children’s 


Services and Education, said: 

“This is understandably an anxious time for parents, so it’s 
really important they have access to as much information 
as possible. We’re working hard to make sure that the 
changes are really positive, and that parents and children 
get the very best support, which is tailored to their needs. 
“There are plenty of opportunities to ask questions 
and find out more about the how the changes will affect 
you, so I’d urge anyone who wants more information to 
get in touch.” 

The Council will be working and communicating with 
parents, schools and support groups as further details 
about the changes are issued.

Pregnant women urged to 
sign up for antenatal care 

PREGNANT women are being urged to sign up early 
for antenatal care as soon as they find out they are 
expecting a baby, as part of a major campaign. 

The drive aims to make sure all women see a doctor or 
midwife before week 1 2 of their pregnancy. 

City and Hackney Clinical Commissioning Group’s ‘Act 
Now’ campaign highlights the benefits of an early visit to 
a doctor, or self-referral to a midwife, including access to 
free prescriptions and dental care. 

All pregnant women in Hackney are entitled to free 
vitamins, and some will also be able to claim free fresh 
food vouchers under the ‘Healthy Start’ programme. 
Research shows that women who start their antenatal 
care early are more likely to have a healthy pregnancy 
and a healthy baby, which means problems or risk 
factors, like diabetes, can be identified and treated 
earlier. Professionals can also monitor existing issues 
such as weight problems. 

Dr Kirsten Brown, GP 
and Clinical Lead for 
Maternity and Urgent 
Care, said: “The 
importance of early- 
pregnancy care cannot 
be underestimated. Even 
if you have already had 
children, you should 
always aim to see a 
medical professional as 
soon as possible.” 

Anyone who is pregnant 
and not registered with 
a doctor, can self-refer 
by calling the Hackney 
Maternity Helpline on: 020 8510 5955. The helpline 
is staffed by qualified midwives who can also answer 
questions relating to pregnancy and signpost other 
services. All appointments are confidential. 

Community Health Coaches 

RESIDENTS on four Hackney estates are set to get health 
advice closer to home following the creation of a new 
community service. 

The Council is working with Hackney Homes, the 
Peabody Trust and Southern Housing Group to launch 
the Community Health Service later this year. 

They are currently recruiting residents to take part in 
a 1 6-week, Level 3 City & Guilds course to become a 
Community Health Coach. 

The coaches will play a key part in delivering the 
new service - by carrying out health checks, weight 
management programmes and smoking and alcohol 
support - in the heart of communities. 

Health coaches will be based in local venues on estates 
and in libraries. They will offer practical support and 
guidance on health issues and can refer people to other 
local health and well-being services and activities.

T HE building of 

the Great Eastern 
Railway branch 
line from Bethnal 
Green to Enfield, which 
opened in 1870, resulted 
in an influx of workers 
who needed to be housed 
whilst construction was 
underway. 

A small, irregular plot 
of land north of Hackney 
Downs, enclosed by 
the railway to the east 
and Rendlesham Road 
to the west, was used 
to build five streets of 
basic housing nicknamed 
‘Navvie’s Island’ and later 
shortened to just The 
Island’. Although the 
navvies soon moved on 
to new jobs, the houses 
remained. A century later 
the area was demolished, 
but by then it had become 
home to a uniquely close- 
knit community united in 
poverty and friendship. 

The five streets were 
Heatherley Street, running 
alongside the railway; 
Stellman Street, parallel 
to Rendlesham Road; 
and Ottaway, Mellington 
and Landfield streets 
which connected them 
horizontally. Most houses 
had one family living 
upstairs and another 
downstairs, with over 
1,000 residents crowded 
into just 150 houses 
by 1902. 

Until 1901, when 
Heatherley Street was 
extended northwards 
to join Evering Road, 
there were only two 
entrances into The Island, 
enclosing the community 
and enforcing a separate

identity. The land had 
previously been dug for 
brick earth, leaving large 
drops in level which 
made it difficult to build 
through-streets. There was 
however, an unofficial way 
in and out, using steps in 
the back yards of the end 
houses in Ottaway Street 
to climb into the dead-end 
of Evering Road - called 
‘going over the wall’ by 
locals - with householders 
charging a small toll for 
the privilege. 

Heatherley Street was 
home to a mission hall, and 
the Rendlesham Rooms, 


which became important to 
the social life of The Island. 
It offered clubs for all ages, 
religious instruction, a 
library, games and even 
roller skating, as well as a 
soup kitchen and meeting 
place for the 40th Hackney 
Scout Group. 

The street was home to 
the cows of Rendlesham 
Dairy, whilst off Stellman 
Street, were stables and the 
sties of the local pig club. 
Residents also often kept 
chickens and rabbits in 
their back yards. In fact, 
The Island probably did 
not smell very sweet. 


Feeding large families on 
little money was always 
a problem, with scraps 
from the local butcher 
often being eked out with 
produce scrounged from 
Ridley Road Market to 
make stews to last several 
days. Neighbours would 
rally round to help each 
other out, but inevitably 
in such a close community 
there were also regular 
street-fights, although 
combatants would always 
shake hands and make 
up afterwards. 

During the Second World 
War, bombs aimed at the 


railway line caused major 
damage to The Island, 
missing their target and 
hitting houses instead. 
Stellman Street lost its 
terrace of shops, with only 
the sweetshop at no 8 and 
the Rendlesham Arms at 
no 18 escaping destruction. 
The bombed properties 
were demolished and 
replaced either with pre- 
fabs, or the land was used 
for allotments. 

Even during the war 
there were suggestions 
that The Island should be 
redeveloped. In 1949, the 


landowner, Lord Amherst, 
and Hackney Borough 
Council agreed the houses 
should be kept in good 
repair. Lord Amherst later 
proposed installing indoor 
baths and toilets and 
reducing residency to one 
family per house, but the 
Council did not approve 
of the idea, and in 1967 
a Compulsory Purchase 
Order was made for 
the area. 

Surprisingly for such 
a close community, the 
residents made no attempt 
to halt the demolition 
of their homes and their 
dispersal elsewhere. The 
handful of objections 
came from outside The 
Island and the order was 
confirmed in early 1968. 
Over the next two years 
residents were gradually 
rehoused, with many 
moving to Lincoln Court 
in Bethune Road. 

By 1970, The Island 
was deserted, awaiting 
demolition in order 
to build the Landfield 
Estate, which once again 
had only two entrances to 
its network of streets. The 
colourful story of life on 
The Island might have been 
lost forever, had a 1979 
project not tracked down 
former residents, recorded 
their recollections and 
shared their photographs. 
This resulted in a book, 
‘The Island: the life and 
death of an East London 
community 1870- 
1970’ published by the 
Centerprise Trust, copies of 
which are held at Hackney 
Archives, preserving 
the history of a unique 
neighbourhood and the 
people who made it such a 
special and unusual place.

Ingredients 

•1 Ya cup of oats 
• 3 A cup of water 
• 3 A cup of pitted dates 
•75g of melted butter 
•Ya cup of sunflower seeds 
•Ya pumpkin seeds 
•Ya cup of dried raisins, apricots or 
cranberries, finely chopped 
•1 teaspoon of cinnamon 

• 1 teaspoon of pure vanilla extract. 

Method 

• Preheat oven to 1 90C and line a 
baking tray with greaseproof paper 

•Chop the pitted dates roughly and 
put them i nto a blender or j ug with 
a stick blender. Add the water and 
blend until super smooth 


• Add the melted butter, oats, cinnamon, vanilla 
essence, seeds and dried fruit to the date mix and stir 
well until combined 

• Scoop the mixture into the baking tray and spread it 
out with a spatula so that it's about 1 cm thick and as 
flat as possible 

• Bake for 20 to 25 minutes or until firm to the touch. 
Let it cool in the baking tray for five minutes, then lift 
it out and transfer it to a cooling rack for a further 5 to 
10 minutes 

• Slice into squares and enjoy warm, or allow to cool
